He rode a keen and skillful finish on 
Milwaukee in the third race, beating the 1 to 0 
favorite Laureate by a neck. 

Four of the six races fell to the favorites and 
the ring had its troubles. 

Tom Ryan took two purses with Ace and Sir 
Dilke, both at odds on. Ace had a hard time 
beating Harry Gwynn, but Sir Dilke won easily 
and all the way. 

Berclair’s easy win in the last race was a 
shock to form players. He was woefully beaten 
off in his last race. But the track was mnddy 
and not to his liking then.
